scarcely equals the simplest machine 
that the farmer buys, yet which only 
represents a small fraction of the fac- 
tory investment, capital and labor 
employed. 


"Who dare say, in the face of these 


evidences, and considering the pres- 
ent higher range of values for nearly 
every other commodity produced In 
the country that wheat at this time 
and for the next crop is not equita- 
bly worth $1 per bushel on'the basis 
of the Chicago- market and that other 
farm crops should be on a1 corre- 
sponding basis?

The freight handlers of the city are
